SECRETARY HAY MAKES INQUIRY 


Washington, Jan. 17.—China's 
at- 
tention has aKain been indirectly in- 
Titod by the American government to 
'he UGCPSsity for a faithful maiute- 
Uance of her neutrality, not only in 
porpcsnal interest, but in the interest 
of the world s peace. Secretary Hay, 
on the receipt ^of the full te^zc of Count 
Lamscioiirs note expressing Russia's 
belief thfit ChiTsa's neutrality had been 
rcpcaifHxly violated, prepared instruc- 
tions 'for tl)C American 
chargo 
at 
Pokin. directing him to make inquiry 
of tho Chinese government regarding 
the situation. 


It is specifically declared that this 
action cannot in any way be construed 
as indicating that this govornmeut as- 
sumes rciîîJousibility for the charges 
•made bv Russia. This is the second 
^Imc Secretary Hay in a friendly spirit 
has urged on China the advantages 
•which a strict observan<ie of neutrality 
holds not only for her i>eopIe but the 
remainder of the world. 


The text of the Russian note is re- 
garded as confidential, and for this 
rea»«on the state department has not 
made it public. The Asaociatcd Press 
has obtained an approved synopsis of 
the note, which, without purporting to 
give thô language^ presents in accu- 
rate sequence the subjects to which 
Count LamsdorfC refers. 


That the experience of the past 11 
months

that 
China either -is unable or does not 
wish to adhere to her given pledges; 
that without going further back than 
the Ryeshitelni incident at Ch(?foo, it 
would be easy to state manv cases in 
which the rules of neutrality

"tage and profit of Japan; that it has 
been established many times tliat cer- 
tain bodies of Chinese mounted ban- 
dits have operatea on neutral territory 
and that they have been commanded 
by Japanese oiïïcors; also, that whole 
detachments of theae 
bandits 
have 
been enrolled In the Japanese army 
and are receiving a regular remuner- 
ation fi'om 'the government at Tokio 
In payment for their 
services, aind 
that Japanese instructors have bèon 
admitted all along to tbe Chíllese mili- 
tary service cwid accompany the Chi- 
nese troops stationed on the northern 
border of the province of Chili, pro- 
fessedly for tho purpose of maintain- 
ing neutrality. 


That it has been ascertained after 
careful 
inquiry that 
since the out- 
break ^of the war the Japanese have 
used (he Islands of Madao as a base 
for their naval operations. 


That to all the representations and 
protestations of the imperial govern- 
ment to the Pekin 
government re- 
garding these incidents, the Chinese 
minister for foreign affairs gave vague 
promises and evasive answers; 
that 
reports recently received indicate that 
the Chinese government, not content 
with the violations of neutrality of this 
kind, flagrant as they are. are now 
preparing to take an active part in 
the military operations; thfit an agita- 
tion against all iho whites without ex- 
ception has taken hold on the people 
and is being constantly stimulated. 


That the imperial government de- 
clares that in case the actual situation 
in China, to which attention is now 
earnestly invited, shall continué Rus- 
sia in consequence will ilnd 
herself 
obliged to consider the neutrality of 
China from the standpoint of Russia's 
interest.

Man, Wife, Two Children and Servant 
Lost Their Life in Fire.

Muson, a lawyer, and his family, coiv 
sisting of wife and two children, El- 
len,

old.

monthG. with a servant, Annie Wells, 
lost their lives in a fire v;hich par- 
tially destroyed tho brown-stone dwell- 
ing occupied 
by theiu, at 153 west 
ISOth stroGt. 


Although neighbors say they hoard 
cries of "murder" and "burglars.*' tho 
police found nothing to indicate that 
the fire ^Yas iiot accidontal. The whole 
family appears to havebr^en suffocated 
Tho bodies of Xhe fiither and youngest 
child v/ero untouched by the iUunes, 
and thOGi^ of the others were probably 
burned after they had died. 


A policeman and a neighbor who 
heard tho cries attempted to get into 
the house by breaking windows on 
the parlor floor, but were driven back 
by the smoke. 
The firemen were un- 
able to enter until after the lower part 
of the house and tbe halls had been 
burned out. 


The charred bodies of Mrs. Mason, 
the servant and 4-year-oId child were 
found in a closet under the roof scut- 
tle, through which they are supposed 
to have been attempting to escape. 
Tbe bodies of Mr. Mason and 
the 
younger child were in a bedroom.

S C O R E OF MINERS ENTOMBED

CONFESSES 


PhiJadoIphia, Jan. IC.—"Gossler Ros- 
seau," who was arrested in this city 
on Thursday with an unloaded Infer' 
nal machino in his possession, admit' 
ted to the police that he is the man 
who attempted to destroy tho statue of 
Frederick the Great in 
Washington 
last Tuesday, and also that it was he 
who sent the trunk containing an in^ 
ferual machine to the British steam- 
ship Un:\brla at New York in May, 
1003. The prisoner, whoso right name 
is not known, made these admissions 
alter he had been ldentifie<l by per- 
sons brouíílit here from New York and 
Washington for that purpose. He gives 
no reasons i'or the attempted outrages 
except that ''there are too many for- 
eign alTairs in this country." 
After 
having Rosscau under fire all after- 
noon, the police classed him as an 
"American 
paUlotic 
fanatic." 
Both 
tlie Washington aud New York au- 
thorities want the man. and It is prob- 
able that he will be turned over to 
the police of the latter city. 


The 
apprehension of Rosseau was 
due to the disappearance of 
Owen 
Kelly, a wealthy Irish-American, who 
io prominent lu Irish-American socie- 
ties in this country. 
Kelly disappear- 
ed Octijber 25. On Thursday Rosseau 
calked on Patrick Kelly, \ho brother 
of the missing man, and oft^red to take 
him to his brother in New York for 
?;500. l-Ie caid he and Owon Kelly be- 
longed to secret societies that were 
organized for the purpose of blowing 
up British ships in American 
ports. 
The valine he carried, he said, con- 
tained explosives. 
Patrick Kelly noti- 
fied tho police, and Rosseau was ta- 
ken 
Into custody. 
The valise con- 
tained 
an infernal machino of 
the 
clocJc-arraugernent variety, but no ex- 
plosives. 


in reply to questions, he admitted 
the attempted outrage on the statue. 
He said he had manufaceured the In- 
fernal machine himself, and that It 
consisted of a candle, fuse and ''dy- 
namite engine." 
Where he made it 
ho would not say, 
it was his inten- 
tion, he sEid, to blow up the statue 
at night, because ho did not want to 
hurt anybody. 
Bccause of the ice in 
the Potomac rivor, he failed to find 
any one v/Iio v/ould row hlrn from Sev- 
onih street wharf. Washington, to the 
arsenal, which is 'on one bank of the 
river, and he had to change his plans. 


He said that he made part of the 
Umbría infernal machine in Chicago, 
aaid then took it to New York in a 
trunk. 
The trunk, he said. Avas not 
strong enough, so he purchased one 
better suited for the machine. 
In New 
York he íjbtained a room at Mrs. Cur- 
ry's placo and there finished the work 
of making the machine. 
He admitted 
writing the note to Police Comniis- 
Giuner Green, v/hich read; 


"The Mafia greets you and wishes 
you well. 
The society has declared 
war against England, and has ordered 
tho destruction of every steamer fly- 
ing the British flag that sails ou): of 
New York, 
The society has underta- 
ken to clear New York harbor of Brit- 
ish .ships, and it will succeed." 


It wag this note of v/arning v.'hlch 
led to the finding of the trunli bfsfore 
it was ijlaced on tho steamship. 


Having learned all they could re-

Secretary Hay, 
on tho receipt'of the full text of Count 
Lanipcioiirs note expressing Russia's 
belief that China’s neutrality had been 
repeatedly violated, prepared instruc­ 
tions ‘for the American 
charge 
at 
Pokin, directing him to make inquiry 
of tho Chinese government regarding 
the situation. 
It is specifically declared that this 
action cannot in any way be construed 
as indicating that this govornmeut as­ 
sumes rci^pousibility for tlie charges 
'made by Russia. This is the second 
^imo Secretary Hay in a friendly spirit 
has urged on China the advantages 
which a strict observance of neutrality 
holds not only for her people but the 
remainder of the world. 
The text of the Russian note is re­ 
garded as confldcntial, ainrl for this 
reaiion the state department has not 
made it public. The Associated Press 
has obtained an approved synopsis of 
the note, which, without purporting to 
give thô language presents in accu* 
rate sequence the subjects to which 
Count Lamsdorff refers. 
That the experience of the past 11

China either -is unable or does not 
wish to adhere to her given pledges; 
that without going further back than

been established many times tiiat cer­ 
tain lx)diGs of Chinese mounted ban­ 
dits have operated on neutral territory 
and that they have been commanded 
by Japanese oixicers; also, that whole 
detachments of these 
bandits 
have 
been enrolled in the Japanese army 
and are receiving a regular remuner­ 
ation from ‘the government at Tokio 
in payment for th-eir 
services, rfnd 
that Japanese instructors have beon 
admitted all pJong to the CMnese mill 
tary service and accompany the Chi­ 
nese troops stationed on the northern 
border of the province of Chill, pro­ 
fessedly for tho purpose of maintain­ 
ing neutrality. 
That it has been ascertained after 
careful 
inquiry that 
since the out­ 
break of the war the Japanese have 
used t^he islands of Madao as a base 
for their naval operations. 
That to all the representations and 
pxDtestations of the imperial govern­ 
ment to the Pekin 
government re­ 
garding these incidents, the Chinese 
minister for foreign affairs gave vague 
promises and evasive answers; that 
reports recently received indicate that 
the Chinese government, not content 
with the violations of neutrality of this 
kind, flagrant as they are, are now 
preparing to take an active part in 
the military operations; tha,t an agita­ 
tion against all tho whites without ex­ 
ception has taken hold on the people 
and is being constantly stimulated. 
That the imperial government de­ 
clares that in case the actual situation 
in China, to which attention is now 
earnestly invited, shall continué Rus­ 
sia in consequence will iind herself 
obliged to consider the neutrality of 
China from the standpoint of Russia's 
interest.

Philadelphia, Jan. 16.—“Gossler Ros- 
seau,” who was arrested In this city 
on Thursday with an unloaded infer* 
nal machine in his possession, admit* 
ted to the police that he is the man 
who attempted to destroy tho statue of 
Frederick the Great in Washington 
last Tuesday, and also that it was he 
who sent the trunk containing an in­ 
fernal machine to the British steam­ 
ship Un^bria «at New York In May, 
IDOS. The prisoner, whose right name 
is not known, made these admissions 
alter he had been ldentifte<l by per­ 
sons brought here from New \’’ork and 
Washington for that purpose. He gives 
no reasons i’or the attempted outrages 
except that “there are too many for­ 
eign alTairs in this country.” 
After 
having Rosscau under fire all after­ 
noon, the police classed him as an 
“American patiiotic fanatic.” 
Both 
tlie Washington and New York au­ 
thorities want the man, and it is prob­ 
able that he will be turned over to 
the police of the latter city. 
The 
apprehension of Rosseau was 
due to the disappearance of Owen 
Kelly, a wealthy Irish-Amerlcan, who 
is prominent in Irish-American socie­ 
ties fn this country. 
Kelly disappear­ 
ed Octijber 25. On Thursday liosseau 
called on Patrick Kelly, \ho brother 
of the missing man, and ofi^red to take 
him to his brother in New York for 
$500. He said he and Owen Kelly be­ 
longed to secret societies that w'ere 
organized for the purpose of blowing 
up British ships in American ports. 
The valine he carried, he said, con­ 
tained explosives. Patrick Kelly noti­ 
fied tho police, and Rosseau was ta­ 
ken into custody. 
The valise con­ 
tained an infernal machine of the 
cloclc-arraugement variety, but no ex­ 
plosives. 
In reply to questions, he admitted 
the attempted outrage on the statue. 
He said he had manufaceured the in­ 
fernal machine himself, and that It 
consisted of a candle, fuse and “dy­ 
namite engine.” 
Where he made it 
he would not say. 
It was big inten­ 
tion, he said, to blow up the statue 
at night, because ho did not want to 
hurt anybody. 
Bccause of the Ice in 
the Potomac river, he failed to find 
any one v/ho v/ould row him from Sev­ 
enth street wharf. Washington, to the 
arsenal, which is *on one bank of the 
river, and he had to change his plans. 
He said that he made part of the 
Umbria Infernal machine In Chicago, 
and then took it to New York in a 
trunk. 
The trunk, he said, Avas not 
strong enough, so he purchased one 
better suited for the machine. In New 
York he ijbtained a room at Mrs. Cur­ 
ry's place and there finished the work 
of making the machine. He admitted 
writing tho note to Police Commis­ 
sioner Green, v/hich read: 
“The Mafia greets you and wishes 
you well. 
The society has declared 
war against England, and has ordered 
the destruction of every steamer fly­ 
ing the British fiag that salis ou): of 
New York, 
The society has underta­ 
ken to clear New York harbor of Brit­ 
ish .ships, and it will succeed.” 
It was this note of v/arning v/hich 
led to the finding of the trunk bf^fore 
it was idaced on the steamship. 
Having learned all they could re­ 
garding his attempts on the Umbrljt 
and the statue, the police oülclals

Mr. Lydekker, decisive 
evi- 
dence of the existence in Egypt, Xi\ 
IIHX) B» C.. or earlier, of a long maned 
breed of Arab horse totally unlike the 
wild tarpan or the prehistoric horses 
familiar to the cave dwellers of 
La 
Madelaine, 
Such a breed must have 
been the result either of a long antece- 
dent domestication, or must have boeu 
produced from a wild species furnished 
AvIth a long mane and tail. 
Probably 
the former view is correct so far as the 
development of the mane and tail is 
concerned, although it is most likely 
that the breed traces its origin to a spe- 
cies distinct from the tarpan and pre- 
historic horse of Avestern Europe. That 
sucli a breed should have been intro- 
duced into Germany 
and 
Britain 
in 
pre-Caesarlan times—at. all events, in 
such numbers as to obliterate all traces 
of crossing with the A\'ild horses Avhich 
abounded in those 
countries 
during 
t h a t period—seems to him in the high- 
est degree improbable; and he there- 
fore cannot at present se-? any 
valid 
reason for refusing to credit the view 
of P'iower that in Palaeolithic and Neo- 
lithic times the indigenous hog maned 
wild horses Avere domesticated by the 
aborigines.

of tho Fm nlllur Ones Known. 
In 
Knowledge, , Mr. R. Lydekker 
traces the 
“Later 
History 
of the 
Horse,” and endeavors to decide be- 
tw’een the alternativQ theories of its 
derivation from those primitive breeds, 
when,*as Mr. Kipling says in the “Just 
So” stories, the horse followed the (>og 
in becoming tho friend of man. ’There 
Is, says Mr. Lydekker, decisive evi­ 
dence of the existence in Egypt, in 
IIHX) B* C,. or earlier, of a long maned 
breed of Arab horse totally unlike the 
wild tarpan or the prehistoric horses 
familiar to the cave d A v ellers of La 
Madelalne. 
Such a breed must have 
been the result either of a long antece­ 
dent domestication, or must have been 
produced from a wild species furnished 
Avith a long mane and tall. 
Probably 
the t'ormer view is correct so far as the 
development of the mane and tail is 
concerned, although it is most likely 
that the breed traces its origin to a spe­ 
cies distinct from the tarpan and pre­ 
historic horse of Avestern Europe. That 
such a breed should have been Intro­ 
duced into Germany and Britain in 
pre-Caesarian times—at. all events, in 
such numbers as to obliterate all traces 
of crossing with tlie A^^lld horses A v h ich 
abounded in those 
countries 
during 
lhat period—seems to him in the high­ 
est degree improbable; and he there­ 
fore cannot at present se-? any valid 
reason for refusing to credit the view 
of Flower that in Palaeolithic and Neo­ 
lithic times the Indigenous hog maned 
wild horses Avere domesticated by the 
aborigines.

: dition in the hospital. 


The family of Mr. Cassatt besides this

The entire family 
have been vaccinated. 


Dr. E J. Wolf. 


Itev. Dr. Edmund J. Wolf, president of 
the General Synod of the Lutheran (Church 
of America, died last Tuesday at his home 
in Gettysburg, after a short illness, a brief 
mention of which we mafle last week. 
His death removes from the JiULhoran 
Church one of it« most profound thinltors, 
ablest theologians and best wi iters. 


Dr. Wolf was born near Rol>er8l)urg, 
Center County, in 1840, and spent his ear- 
ly life on the home farm. He prepared 
himself for college during two years that 
lie was engaged as a teacher in the af^ade- 
my in Ikillefonte, and having entered Get- 
tysburg College a short time later, gradu- 
ated from the institution in 18G3 with the 
highest honors of his class. 


During his senior year the State WAS in- 
vaded by the Confederates and he enlist- 
ed in the college company, and served as 
a non-commissioned oflicer in the Twen- 
ty-sixth Regiment, Pennsylvania militia. 


After graduating from the Theological 
Seminary Dr. Wolf pursued a further 
course of study at the German Universi- 
ties of Tubingen and Erlangen. 
He re- 
turned to the United States in 1865 and 
was enjiaged in ministerial worlc in Nor- 
thumberland County for two ycai*8, after 
which he occupied a pulpit iu Baltimore 
for six years. 


Dr. AVolf was chosen professor of Bib 
lical and ecclesiastical history and New 
Testament exegesis in the Lutheran Theo- 
logical Seminary, in Gettysburg in 1873, 
and has ever since filled that position. 
In addition to this professorship he for 
several years taught dogmatic theology in 
the seminary and smce 1880 he has tilled 
the position of joint editor of the "Quart- 
erly Review" of the Lutheran Church. 
The degree of Doctor of Divinity was con- 
ferred upon him by Franklin and Mar- 
shall College. 
In 1871 he declined the 
presidency of Roanoke College. 


He was a member of the Society of Bib- 
lical Literature and has contributed large- 
ly to various religious periodicals besides 
having written many ecclesiastical works. 


Dr. Wolf was elected president of the 
General Synod of the Lutheran Church 
which convened iu Baltimore, in June, 
1003, and he held the position at the time 
of his death.

Key. Dr. Edmund J. Wolf, president of 
the Genertil Synod of the Lutheran (Church 
of America, Uied last Tuesday at his home 
in Gettysburg, after a short illness, a brief 
mention of which w’e made last week. 
His death removes from the J^uthoran 
Church one of its most profound thinkers, 
ablest theologians and best writers. 
Dr. Wolf w^aa born near Rotersburg, 
Center County, in 1840, and spent his ear­ 
ly life on the home farm. 
He prepared 
himself for college during two years that 
lie was engaged as a teacher in tho ac^ade- 
my in Itellefonte, and having entered Get- 
tysburg College a short time later, gradu­ 
ated from the institution in 18G3 with tho 
highest honors of his class. 
During his senior year tho State was in­ 
vaded by the Confederates and he enlist­ 
ed in tho college company, and served as 
a non-commissioned oflicer in the Twen­ 
ty-sixth Regiment, Pennsylvania militia. 
After graduating from the Theological 
Seminary Dr, Wolf pursued a further 
course of study at the German Universi­ 
ties of Tubingen and Erlangen, 
lie re­ 
turned to the United States in 18G5 and 
was enjiaged in ministerial worlc in Nor­ 
thumberland County for two ycai*s, after 
which he occupied a pulpit in Baltimore 
for six years. 
Dr. AVolf was chosen professor of Bib­ 
lical and ecclesiastical history and New 
Testament exegesis in the Lutheran Theo­ 
logical Seminary, in Gettysburg in 1873, 
and has ever since filled that position.

Robert ITonter, the young worker In 
practical philanthropy, former head of 
the University Settlement, who a year 
ag;o married Miss 
Caroline 
Phelps 
Stokes, daughter of Millionaire Anson 
Phelpis Stokes, and who, with his wit'e, 
has abandoned a home of luxury in 
Madison avenue for a modest, unpie- 
tentious dwelling in Grove street, New 
York City, made these startling state- 
meuts in the parlor of his new home. 


Both Mr, and Mrs. Hunter modestly 
deny that they have any purpose of 
teaching by example a lesson to the 
poor of the city througli the radical ac- 
tion which they have taken. 
But tbey 
have at their disposal a fortune of $10,- 
000.000 and might comniand a Fifth 
avenue mansion, a country estate, a 
private yacht and many automobiles. 
They might fritter away their time at 
the opera and the Horse Show and be 
submerged in the world of fashion and 
frivolity into which they'were born, 
but instead they have elected to live a 
life of simplicity and usefulness and 
continue 
together 
the 
philanthropic 
jWovk in-which they were separately 
enííaged wiien blind Cupid enterer! a 
sordid- tenement with "them and con- 
jured up a romance.

At No. SS Grove street they have set 
np their household goods amid sur- 
roundings which, immediately adjoin- 
ing, are quiet and refined, but which, 
not many blocks away, comprise some 
Of the most hideous aspects of poverty

There Mr, and Mrs. Hunter have de- 
termined to labor together to do their 
mite toward alleviating the conditions 
which Mr. Hunter so graphically de- 
scribed. 


•*This is not a slum district," contin- 
ued Mr. Hunter, reverting to the ^^auses 
iwhich had led him and his wife to 
- move into Grove street. 
have de- 
cent and respectable people for our 
neighbors, many of them owning their 
own homes. But there are near by sev- 
eral districts with which I am entirely 
familiar in which poverty is rife, and 
neither Mrs. Hunter nor myself will 
evàde any responsibilities which may 
fall upon us. 


" SSlum* is a much'ill-used word. 
No 
place is a slum where the residents 
are decent, respectable and hard work- 
lag. 
My idea of a slum is a district 
iWhere the people are wholly steeped in 
poverty and filth and are making no 
eíFort whatever to help themselves." 


Then, going back to his first state- 
ment, Mr, Hunter said: 
•''Do you consider any country pros- 
perous that has 10,000,000 of its popu- 
lation 
in 
poverty? 
When 
Charles 
Di/jl^ens visited America he said that 
beggar In Boston would be like a 
aming sword,' 
Forty years later one- 
¡alf of the people of the United States 
ire propertyless, and about 10,000,000 
persons now living will die of tubercu- 
losis if the present conditions are kept 
up. 


CONDITIONS GROWING 
WORSE. 


."When about 50,000 employes of the 
railroads, mostly young men just mar- 
ried, with wives and children depend- 
ing upon them, are killed every year, 
and theii- families lett helpless; when 
about 150,000 die every year from tu- 
berculosis, resulting from 
mal-nutri- 
tlon, and 1,700,000 little chlMren are 
compelled to M'ork in factories, sweat 
»hops; mills and furnaces, I think we 
can expect that conditions will con- 
tinue constantly to breed a growijg 
poverty in this country, and If these 
conditions are not remedied, wo will 
have poyerty In u very few years that 
'Will exceed that of Europe," 


*'What remedy would you suggest?'' 
Mr, Hunter was asked. 


he replied, *'we'have got to 
cofue to the point Avhere we shall havo 
Government Insurance, such as Ger- 
j^any has, against sickness, old a j e 
and permanent Injury, There industry 
taxed to pay for all injuries received 
by the workers, who also pay a pro- 
portionate share Into the fund. 


/'In addition we must givo greater 
attention to our tenement house laws, 
to the rules governing worksnop.s, etc., 
the railroads and to chiJci labor. Tjje 
tter should be absolutely prohibited, 
in aware that any one who advo- 
Hs these reforms is apt to be rc- 
ile(J as a SochiUst, but on tho ether 


hand, what do the workers think of 
the prevailing conditions?*' 


"And Avhat has brought about this 
condition of ail'airs?" 


"Unquestionably the economic organ- 
ization of societ.v at present is respon- 
sible for most of its stress.'- 
"Do you mean the trusts?" 
"I am not specifying, and I am not 
prepared olTt'hand to discuss tho rola^ 
tions of the trusts to the present eco- 
nomic conditions. 
I don't think, how- 
ever, that the conditions are due to 
drink or any other ordinary cause. Tho 
causes are not personal, but social. 


EVILS OF RECENT GROWTH. 
"Soventy-five years ago we had prac- 
tically no poverty at all in this coun- 
try, and there ^s no reason why our 
condition to-day should bi- Avhat it is. 
V/e are not individually any Avorse 
off. 
Economically, ho\i*ovGr> we are 
much worse ofif. 


"Unquestionably 
there 
should 
be 
much higlier wages paid to the work- 
ers, but that is only one oi' the reforms 
needed. 


"Fortunately, it is in the power of 
tho people to help th-»mselves. 
I am 
not ia favor of r.lms giving. That does 
no permanent good. 
And there is an- 
other growing impression that ought 
to bo corrected. 
It is that the rich are 
always good and tho '^oor always bad. 
There is no question that this is i'aise. 
if ygu will take 3000 ricli men and 1000 
poor, you will iind that they averag-^ 
up about even." 


Mr. Hunter then took up his book 
ou "Poverty," which 
has just 
been 
published 
by 
the 
Macmillans, 
and 
quoted the prediction of Charles Fou- 
rier, made 100 years ago, that "vast 
joint stock companies, destined to nio- 
j^opolize and control all branches of 
industry, commerce and finance, would 
<^tablish an industrial or commercial 
feudalism that would control society 
by the i)ower of capital, as did the old 
baronial or military feudalism by the 
power of the sword." 


"If we are going to have an econom- 
ical feudalism in this countr.y," con- 
cluded Mr. Hunter, "as strong as thf^ 
old baronial feudalism, it will be be- 
cause the people do not 
prevent 
it. 
They possess the power and the votes."

the Flmt InrfMitor* of Gold ni«d Sltrcf 


Coin« Ajce« Airo* 


It has been recently slated that Pa»- 
tor Losniann. of Berlin, during a lato 
visit to Northern Syria» obtained a coin 
of pure silver in a good state of pre- 
servation upon which is an Aramean 
inscription of a king known to have 
reigned SOO years before Christ. 
Tho 
name of the king i^ not given, and the 
account is somewhat vague, but it has 
attracted attention froui tbe bearing 
it has ou tho origin of the coinage of 
the precious metal$. 


The invention of gold and silver coins 
has been attributed to tho Lyndians 
and to the Greeks. Herodotus asorihos 
tho first coin to the Lydians. and the 
date has generally been lixod at about 
700 B. C. 
Others claim tho credit for 
Pheidon, who was king of Argos some- 
where about TuO B. C.. according to the 
calculations generally accepted. As the 
last of the Aramoan kings is said to 
have yielded to Tigiatli-Pilesor, of Sy- 
ria, between 745 and 725 B. C., the re- 
cent discussion wouid seem to give this 
earlier date to the Aramean coin. 


Of course, it Is premature to conclude 
that this is established until the .'sub- 
ject has received more mature inves- 
tigation. 
We are, at' frequent inter- 
vals. treated to discoveries of speci- 
mens of "tho shekel of Solomon." and 
coins purporting to be such are exhib- 
ited. 
They have cu them Inscriptions 
In Hebrew characters that were not 
in use until long after the time of Sol- 
omon, who lived JOOO years 
before 
Christ. 
The tt?mptation to make tliese 
antiquities to order is very gi'cat. and 
an extensive business is done in them. 
The new find in Syria may be of ;his 
Character, or there may bo a mistake 
as to its date. 
At tlie same time, it is 
not Improbable that there are silver 
coins older than those of the (Greeks 
or Lydians, and if so they may natur- 
ally be expected to have existed in the 
great monarchies of Asia.—Louisville 
Courier-Journal.

THE SPORI OE ROPE VAL'LTING

much more fun to do it exactly right.

The secret of high-rope vaulting Is to 
grasp the rope as far from the ground 
as possible, throw your body 
back- 
ward, raise your feet till they point 
nearly straight up, and as you swing 
toward the crosspiece pull ou the rope, 
lifting your whole body. You can pass 
over 
the 
crosspiece 
at 
astonishing 
heights by this means, and you and 
your friends avIH find rope vaulting an 
exciting and healthful sport. — New.

W H E N T H E TREES GO TO SLEEP. 


When the woods put on their autumn 
dress of gold and crimson, and 
the 
brow of nature is "bright with autumn 
leaves," do the little folks ever wonder 
why 
the 
plain 
green 
of 
summer 
changes so suddenly to such beautiful 
glowing colors. 
Perhaps the grown- 
ups will say if they are asked, that 
Jack Frost does it, But that Is a great 
mistake, as we shall see if we only 
take the trouble to think a little. It Is 
In August, long before the frost comes, 
that the red maple *'crimsons to a coral 
reef," and It is in the years when the 
frost comes late that the leaves color 
most beautifully. 


What, then, is the rea'son for the 
blaze of colors that makes the autumn 
woods so beautiful? 
We do not know 
exactly. 
Even the wise people who 
write scientific books do not (lulte un- 
derstand it, but they do tell us a few 
things which it Is interesting to know. 


The yellow color in the leaves they 
explain this way: The green color in 
all plants is produced by something 
called chlorophyll, from 
two, Greek 
words meaning simply *'leaf 
green," 
The chlorophyll is made up of two sub- 
stances, one bluish and one yellow, 
and, as every little man or woman who 
owns a paint box knows, these two col- 
ors together make green. 
Now, when 
the tree Is getting ready for its winter 
sleep these two substances separate, 
the blue disappears and tho yellow is 
left to give its color to the leaf. 


Tlie red color is not quite so easy to 
explain, bu*: it is produced by the waste 
mineral matter which has been collect- 
ing In the tree .since last spring. 
This 
is taken up by tho roots in the water, 
which it is their business to supply to 
the tree, and is stored chiefly in tho 
leaves, where it is vei-y much jji the 
way, but partly 
through the 
whole 
tree. 
Now, before the leaves fall the 
tree takes fvom the leaves everything 
It wants to keep and gives to them 
everything it wants to get rid of, and 
the collection of all this waste matter 
in the leaves has much to do with their 
coloring. 
For this reason the color is 
most beautiful after a rainy summer, 
provided the fall is of the right kind. 
In rainy weather there is a great (leal 
of water for tiie roots to take up. \ n a 
the more water taken into the trees 
the more mineral matter is stored up to 
color the leaves in the fall. 


The only color that Jack Frost has 
anything to do with is dark brown, 


That is the color of death. 
When the 
delicate cells of the leaves are frozen 
they die and turn brown, 


Tho falling of the leaves Is another 
thing for which Jack Frost is usually 
held responsible, but with which he 
has nothing, or at least, very little, to 
do. 
Trees shed their leaves in coun- 
tries where It never freezes at all, and 
In the North a great many fall before 
the frost comes. 
Neither is It the au- 
tumn winds which make them 
fall, 
though they help a little, like the frost. 
A wind strong enough to blow the 
leaves off would take the t\VIgs, too, 
and very likely uproot the tree, 


Besides being useless, 
the 
leaves 
would also be dangerous If left on dur- 
ing the winter, as they would catch 
the snow and wind, and thus break the 
twigs and branches. 
Sometimes 
an 
early snow finds the trees unprepared, 
and then they havo a very hard time, 
Indeed, 
The snow collects 
on 
the 
leaves and the weight breaks oft! great 
branches as thick as one's arm. 
This 
would happen every year If tho tree 
had not learned to take off Its summer 
clothes Jn good time. 


The cuttiijg-off process begins when 
summer is at its height. 
Away back 
in the dog days the trees began to grow 
some cork cells between tho leaf stem 
and the twig. 
This was to prevent au 
open wound when the leaf should fall, 
for a tree can be wounded just like aa 
animal. 
Then, above the cork seal it 
grew a layer of another kind of cells. 
This is called the layer of separation, 
or cuttlng-off layer, and caji easily be 
seen on the blackberry, where it forms 
a yellowish green ring ou the purijle 
leaf stalk. 


There are three rows of cells in this 
cutting-olf layer, ajid after a while tho 
middle one dlsssolves Into mucilage, so 
that there Is nothing left to hold the 
leaf to the twig except some woody, 
threads which pass through tho cut- 
tlng-off layer and through the Jaycr of 
cork. 
Then the cells that are Jeft be- 
gin to swell, and push the leaf stem 
away from the twjg. until at last a 
puff of wind or a frosty night snaps 
the threads and the leaf falls to the 
ground. 
The reason frosty nights help 
in this work is because they freeze the 
water tluU collects i u ' t h e cuttlng-off 
layer;—New York Tribune.

Robert ITonter. the young worker in 
practical philanthropy, former head of 
the University Settlement, who a year 
ago married Miss 
Caroline 
Phelps 
Stokes, daughter of Millionaire Anson 
Phelps Stokes, and who, with his wife, 
has abandoned a home of luxury in 
Madison avenue for a modest, unpre­ 
tentious dwelling In Grove street, New 
York City, made these startliug state- 
ments in the parlor of his new home. 
Both Mr, and Mrs. Hunter modestly 
deny that they have any purpose of 
teaching by example a lesson to the 
IK)or of the city through the radical ac­ 
tion which they have taken. But they 
have at their disposal a fortune of $10,- 
000.000 and might command a Fifth 
avenue mansion, a country estate, a 
private yacht and many automobiles. 
They might fritter away their time at 
the opera and the Horse Show and be 
submerged in the world of fashion and 
frivolity into which they*were born, 
but instead they have clected to live a 
life of simplicity and usefulness and 
continue together the 
philanthropic 
,work in«* which they were separately 
engaged when blind Cupid entered a 
sordid- tenement with ‘them and con­ 
jured up a romance. 


JJVING NEAR THE POOR. 
At No. S8 Grove street they have set 
up their household goods amid sur­ 
roundings which, immediately adjoin­ 
ing, are quiet and refined, but which, 
not many blocks away, comprise some 
of the most hideous aspects of poverty 
In New Yotk. 
There Mr, and Mrs. Hunter have de­ 
termined. to labor together to do their 
mite toward alleviating the conditions 
which Mr, Hunter so graphically de­ 
scribed. 
“This is not a slum district," contin­ 
ued Mr. Hunter, reverting to the í'auses 
twliich had led him and his wife to 
' move into Grove street. “We have de­ 
cent and respectable people for our 
neighbors, many of them owning their 
own homes. But there are near by sev­ 
eral districts with which I am entirely 
familiar in which poverty is rife, and 
neither Mrs. Hunter nor myself will 
evàde any responsibilities which may 
fall upon us. 
“ SSlum* is a much'ill-used word. No 
place is a slum where the residents 
are decent, respectable and hard work­ 
ing. 
My idea of a slum is a district 
iWhere the people are wholly steeped In 
poverty and filth and are making no 
eíFort whatever to help themselves.” 
Then, going back to his first state­ 
ment, Mr. Hunter said: 
*“Do you consider any country pros- 
^perous that has 10,000,000 of Its popu- 
Jation 
in 
poverty? 
When 
Charles 
Di/jl^ens visited America he said that 
I y i beggar in Boston would be like a 
i fam in g sword.' Forty years later one- 
I / (alf of the people of the United States 
^ 
ire propertyless, and about 10,000,000 
persons now living will die of tubercu­ 
losis if the present conditions are kept 
up, 
CONDITIONS GROWING WORSE. 
f .“ When about 50,000 employes of the 
railroads, mostly young men just mar­ 
ried, with wives and children depend­ 
ing upon them, are killed every year, 
and theii- families left helpless; when 
about 150,000 die every year from tu­ 
berculosis, resulting from mal-nutrl- 
tion, and 1,700,000 little children are 
compelled to work in factories, sweat 
shops; mills and furnaces, I think we 
can expect that conditions will con­ 
tinue constantly to breed a growijg 
poverty in this country, and If these 
conditions are not remedied, wo will 
have poverty in a very few years that 
"W’ill exceed that of Europe,^' 
“W hat remedy would you suggest?*' 
Mr. Hunter was asked. 
“l^^jrst,'* he replied, “we have got to 
cofue to the x>oint where we shall havo 
Government Insurance, such as Ger- 
i^any has, against sickness, old aje 
and permanent Injury. There industry 
^ 8 taxed to pay for all injuries received 
by the workers, who also pay a pro­ 
portionate share into the fund. 
,“ln addition we must give greater 
attention to our tenement house laws, 
t o the rules goverjiing worksnops, etc.. 
the railroads and to child labor. The 
tter should be absolutely prohibited, 
im aware tbat any one who advo-

At the same time, it is 
not improbable that there are silver 
coins older than those of the (Jreeks 
or Lydians, and if so they may natur­ 
ally be expected to have existed in the 
great monarchies of Asia.—Louisville 
Courler-Journal.

WHEN THE TREES GO TO SLEEP. 
When tho woods put on their autumn 
dress of gold and crimson, and (lie 
brow of nature is ’'bright with autumn 
leaves,” do the litlle folks ever wonder 
■why 
the plain 
green 
of 
summer 
changes so suddenly to such beautiful 
glowing colors. 
Perhaps the groAvn- 
ups will say if they are asked, that 
Jack Frost does it, But that is a great 
mistake, as we shall Bee if wo only 
take the trouble to think a little. It is 
in August, long before the frost comos, 
that the red maple “crimsons to a coral 
reef,” and it is in the years when the 
frost comes late that the leaves color 
most beautifully. 
What, then, is tbe rea'son for the 
blaze of colors that makes the autumn 
w'oods so beautiful? 
We do not know 
exactly. 
Even the wise people who 
write scientific books do not (juite un­ 
derstand it, but they do tell us a few 
things which it is interesting to know. 
The yellow color in tbe leaves they 
explain this way: The green color in 
all plants is produced by something 
called chlorophyll, from 
two, Greek 
words meaning simply “leaf green,” 
The chlorophyll is made up of two sub­ 
stances, one bluish and one yellow, 
and, as every little man or woman who 
owns a paint bo.\: knows, these two col­ 
ors together make green, Now, Avhen 
the tree is getting ready for its winter 
sleep these two substances separate, 
the blue disappears and tho yellow is 
left to give its color to the leaf. 
Tiie red color is not quite so easy to 
explain, but it is produced by the waste 
mineral matter which has been collect­ 
ing in the tree .since last spring. Tills 
is taken up by the roots in tbe water, 
wiiich it is their business to supply to 
the tree, and is stored chiefly in tho 
leaves, where it is very much iJi tbe 
way, but partly through the whole 
tree. Now, before the leaves fall the 
tree taltes from tiie leaves everything 
it w'ants to keep and gives to them 
everything it wants to get rid of. and 
the collection of all this waste matter 
in the leaves has much to do -with their 
coloring. For this reason the color is 
most beautiful after a rainy sumnjer, 
provided tbe fall is of the rigiit kbid. 
In rainy w’eatber there is a great <k*al 
of -water for tiie roots to take up. *ond 
the more water taken into the trt-es 
the more mineral matter is stored up to 
color the leaves in the fall. 
The only color that Jack Pro.st has 
•nytliing to do with is dark brown, 


That is the color of death. When the 
delicate cells of the leaves arc frozen 
they die and turn brow'n. 
Tho falling of the leaves Is another 
thing for which Jack Frost is usually 
held responsible, but w'itii which he 
has nothing, or at least, very little, to 
do. 
Trees shed their leaves in coun­ 
tries w'liere it never freezes at all. and 
in tho North a great many fall before 
tho frost comes. Neltiier is It the au* 
tunni w’inds w'hlcli make them fall, 
though they help a little, like the frost. 
A wind strong enough to blow the 
leaves off Avould take the t\Vlgs, too, 
and very likely uproot the tree, 
P.esides being useless, 
the 
leaves 
would also be dangerous if left on dur* 
ing the winter, as they ■would catch 
tho snow and wind, and thus break the 
twigs and branches. 
Sometimes an 
early snow iiuds the trees unprepared, 
and then they have a very hai*d time, 
Indeed, 
The snow collects 
on 
the 
l(»ave,s and the weight breaks oft’ great 
brandies as thick as one’s arm. This 
would happen every year if tho tree 
had not learned to take oil' its summer 
clothes in good time, 
Tho cuttlijg-off process begins when 
summer is at Its height. 
Away bact 
in the dog days the trees began to grow 
some cork cells between the leaf stem 
and the twig. This Avas to prevent au 
open ■wound when tbe leaf should fall, 
for a tree can be wounded .lust like an 
animal. 
Then, above the cork seal it 
grew a layer of another kind of cells. 
This is called tbe layer of spparation, 
or cutting-off layer, and can easily be 
seen on the blackberry, w’here it forms 
a yellowish green ring ou the purple 
leaf stalk. 
Tiiere are three rows of cells in this 
cutting-olf layer, and after a wlille tho 
middle one dlsssolves Into mucilage, so 
that there is nothing left to hold the 
leaf to the twig except some woody, 
threads which j>ass through the cut­ 
ting-off layer and through tbe Jaycr of 
cork. Then the cells that are loft be­ 
gin to swell, and push the leaf stem 
away from the twig, until at Jast a 
puff of wind or a frosty night snaps 
the threads and the leaf falls to the 
ground. The reason frosty nights help 
in this work is becnuso they freeze tbe 
water tliat collects in-the cutting-otT 
layer.'—New York Tribune.
